What a cheery, “fire-lit welcome little

Every post now brings invitations to 
parties ior little folk, and dances for the 
grown-ups. The happy possessors of large 
paneer can manage vo combine the two and 
invite “everybody.” 

Children should be allowed, as far as pos- 
sible, to arrange their own parties, for thus 
they can be taught easily the art of enter- 
taining, which does not come naturally to all, 
and yet forms such an important part of 
their after-schoolroom days. They should 
first choose correct invitation cards, and. 
should be taught how to refuse or accept 
an invitation. 

The small hosts and hostesses, assuming 
that they are not mere toddlers, should be 
consulted ahout the tea and supper menu, 
and, if the dishes are.to be of the home-made 
variety, the girls should do some of the work 
in the kitchen. The boys should also be 
called into conference with reyard to the 
arrangement of games, engagement of pianist, 
and the furniture removing, which is usually 
a dire necessity on these occasions. Thus the 
children will take over the responsibility of 
the party and work hard to make it a success. 

A parent should not send a child to a party 
where there will be dancing without first 
giving the child an opportunity of learning to 
dance. Dancing is a healthy exercise, which 
teaches children how to balance their 
bodies correctly, and tends to smooth away a 
certain roughness which often accompanies 
high spirits. 

Clothes count as much at a children’s party 
as at any grown-up affair. A mother should 
not allow a Cinderella in her family if her 
purse can avoid it. Little “ Miss sensiblv- 
dressed ne looks so f rlornly ‘* out of it 
when her frilly friends fli€ by. 

Beautiful little dance and party frocks can 
he bought quite cheaply at the Jeadine 
drapery stores; but, better stilly they can be 
made up to your own design at home. The 
taste of the little wearer should be consulted: 
especially as regards colour. } 

The home preparations for a party do not 
vary a lot. The floor of the dance room 


also 
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should be cleared, and-all breakable. objects 
should be stored away ‘Dressing-rooms 
should be fully equipped with all ‘toilet 
requisites, and plenty of pins, needles and 
shaded threads should be supplied in case of 
emergencies, - When convenient, the men’s 
dressingroom should be on the 


and the ladies’ upstatrs. 

Supper should consist-of soup, a variety of 
sandwiches, dainty gakes, meringues, éclairs, 
sweets, jellies, trifles, fruit, salads, ices, etc. 
‘Soft’ drinks are a most important item, 
and these are easy to make. The following 
recipes may be found useful :— 

Various fruit syrups ean be bought for 
mixing fruit drinks, or use one quart.of water 
to two tablespoons of jam or jelly, with sugar 
and lemon to taste. Raspberry jam needs 
four lemons to one quart of water, blackberry 
or gooseberry about half the quantity ; currant 
jam or jelly really requires nw lemon flavour- 
ing. 

Some fruit juice and ordinary soda water 
will make a delicious drink if a teaspconful 
of ice cream be added. ‘‘ New Year ” Punch, 
a favourite beverage with kiddies, is made as 
follows :—Boil for twenty minutes a quart of 
water, one and a half cups of castor sugar 
and about a pint of chopped pineapple; add 
a small cup of lemon juice. Strain, and add 
soda water as required. 

The short spell of ‘‘ no introductions ” is 
dead and gone, and hostesses must now, as of 
vore, see that all their friends become ac- 
quainted. As in the case of small children, 
bad dancers are a nuisance to even the best 
of hostesses. Everybody who. intends to 
accept invitations to dances should visit a 
dancing teacher, so as to be familiar with 
the latest ballroom steps. ; 

Usually some friends who come a long 
distance are invited to remain overnight, and 
this entails a special preparation of the spare 
bedrooms. In this line the preparation must 
vary in regard to the individuality of the 
guest in question. _ No guest. will object Lo 
the cheery comiort of a nice fire, and A small 
vase of flowers on a fully-stocked writing table 
gives an agreeable sense of weleome. A 
chosen magazine and a: box of ¢igarettes will 
furnish the table, and last, but by no means 
least, see that the guest is supplied with 
plenty of hot water.

important points as being helpful to 
their recovery.. No one who makes a sense 
of strain, who is not easy and simple in | 
their manner, will make a good nurse. 
formal manners, that make a patient feel 
that they must continually thank for what 
is being done for them, do not conduce to 
comfort. If the blinds are drawn the window 
opened, the fire poked up, a wet compress 
put on the patient’s head, it should be done 
without any fuss and in a matter-of-fact way. 
The patient should not be left to ask for 
such things, and it only requires a hittle 
imagination on the temporary nurse's part to 
see when they are required. A good, but 
not a golden, rule is to do to the patient 
as one would like to have done to oneself. 
I say “not golden,” because there are 
matiers such as being left alone, or having 
someone to sit in the room, in which people

It certainly would 
grate on a sensitive patient’s nerves to be

It is essential in a serious illness that the 
patient should follow the nurse’s instructions. 
It is the great difficulty in the way of nurs- 
ing in one’s own family: Relations and in- 
timate friends are hard patients to nurse. 
They pay no attention to the advice of a 
brother or sister, even if these be well 


| qualified to give it. 


Sympathy is important in a nurse; but 
the showing of too much of it and con- 
trnually” *‘ giving in.” to the patient is a 
mere weakness, and does no real good. 

At this time of year sickness. is very 
prevalent. In almost every family’ someone 
is in bed or staying in the house with a 
bad cold or flu. Many ‘people imagine that 
by not going to bed when they should thev 
are being brave and unselfish, whereas they 
are probably spreading their cold to all. the 
rest of the family and keeping it hanging on 
lor weeks, whereas one day in bed might 
have cured them. Here again the “born 
nurse “— should assert herself by getting them 
to use remedies and go to bed in a prompt 
and tactful way.

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F xa are so scarce this time of year 
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that those one can have are very 
precions., .. Fortunately, typical winter 
fiowers, like chrysanthemums and Christmas 
roses, last a comparatively jong time. Chry- 
santhemums plucked fresh may last a month. 
As they ate generally expensive, especially 
round Christmas time, it is a good plan to 
‘buy “two or three fine ones, the large kind, 
and eke them out with foliage. Asparagus 
fern always looks well, but it is almost as 
expensive as the flowers. themselves. 
There are many shrubs of the evergreen 
kind that look very well with flowers. ‘Some 
of them have berries. Holly is not suitable 


large well-berried bunch in a bowl. A certain 
type of laurel that has a white tower would 
look well with chrysanthemums and the early 
umd.foreed spring flowers. One has, of 
course, to be careful that the flowers are not 
taller than the foliage. Small pink chry- 
santhemums called Winter Cheer make, with 
green, a very attractive decoration. 

In choosing: flowers one has to pay atten- 
tion to the colour scheme of the room, 
carpets, wallpaper, etc. Flowers should not 
be the same colour, but a contrasting colour. 
Otherwise they lose their gaiety and do not 
show up as they should do. White flowers 
are used a great deal, but they are. perhaps, 
the most ‘trying’. of flowers. They de- 
rand rich furniture and choice wallpaper and 
carpets. Red, rose and yellow, on the con- 
trary, tend to brighten. 

Bulbs growing in a bowl are delightful, as 
the watching of their growth from day 
fo day is -almost as enjoyable’ as 
seeing them in flower. A bulb bowl should 
have ‘plenty of space about it. lt should 
not be cramped into with other things, as a 
vase of flowers may sometimes be, Hyacinths 
are often spoiled by too much watering; they 
do not require water more often than twice a 
week i 

When flowers have been sent a long dis- 
tance, by post or otherwise, and they iare 
dreoping. it is an excellent remedy to plunge 
their stalks in hot water ior a few seconds 
and then place them in water “ with the cold 
taken off it.” 

A’ great deal can be done to prolong the 
lives of flowers diy care. Flowers that would 
otherwise last a month may hardly survive a 
week if they are not cared. “An important 
point is to change the water. When the 
flowers are several days plucked thei stems 
may begin to grow sodden and mushy. The 
sodden part should be cut off and a strip of 
the stem torn up towards the bloom. If 
these two points are attended to the flowers 
will not fail te last. Special attention should 
be. paid°to the stems of spring flowers. of the 
r bulbous. kind; and it is better to buy all 
Howers with long stems so that one may have 
length to cut from. 

Flowers make a charming present. If one 
is. going to see a friend and feels “ I don't 
know what to bring,” flowers are a solution. 
Continental people give flowers on every 
occasion when they wisn to pay a ‘special 
compliment. or attention, and flowers could 
never be other than a “ aelicate “— attention.

A Channel’ Tunnel. 
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Sir James Cooper. 


“We have tried to do our job in a busi- 
ness-like way, and I hope we have suc- 
_ceeded.’’ This was the comment made by 
Sir James Cooper, one of the three 
liquidators of the British Empire Exhibi- 
tion at Wembley, on the conclusion of 
their work. Their statement shows that, 
not only has it proved unnecessary to call 
upon the subscribers for the final instal- 
ment of half-a-crown, but that they are 
able to make a refund to them of nearly 
10d. in the pound on the amount of their 
guarantees. Thus £85,954 13s. 6d. has 
been salved, apart from the 2s. 6d. for 
which it was not necessary to ask. 

Sir James is of the opinion that, had 
the Exhibition been wound up at the end 
of 1924, the guarantors would have had to 
pay 20s. in the pound, and he does not 
think that even that would have been 
sufficient. The guarantors were called 
upon altogether for about £2,000,000, and 
the three liquidators received between 
them £25,000 for their two years’ work. 


His Knighthood Nearly Lost. 


Sir James Cooper is an Irishman, and 
was one of the great “ finds ” of the war. 
Before that he was an accountant, and 
lived for some time in Sligo, where he 
acted as land agent for Sir Josslyn Gore- 
Booth. He told me that when the war 
broke out he went straight across to London 
and offered his services to the war Office. 

He was too old for active service, but 
eventually, after being sent from pillar to 
post, got an appointment in the Ministry 
of Munitions. Here he came under the 
notice of Mr. Lloyd George, and thereafter 
there was .no looking back for him. 

In 1921 he received his Knighthood for 
his Empire services. He told me, when 
I saw him some time ago at Wembley, how 
he nearly lost it. The letter from Mr. 
Lloyd George containing the offer came by 
an afternoon post. 

His young daughter took it—it was 
oficial foolscap size—and used it to rule 
some exercises. It got mixed up with her 
school-books, and it was only three or four 
days later se found it and handed it to 
her mother.

| LOOKING AHEAD IN TRADE 


AND INDUSTRY. * 


(By A. E.. Tomlinson.) i 
During the past two or three years it has 
become increasingly obvious that industry is 
passing through a process of transition. This 
process is quite distinct and apart from the 
ordinary work of post-war reconstruction, and 
is, in fact, something in the nature of a new 
‘industrial revolution. 
Gradually. the shape and form of this re- 
birth of industry is growing clearer, and, 
by carefully surveying the course of 1927, it 
is possible to forecast the lines of develop- 
ment for the new year and the years to come. 
The two big sign-posts are science and co- 
operation. The whole key of the future is in 
the full application of science to British in- 
dustry. This will operate in two ways; first, 
there is the field of scientific research and 
scientific discovery ; and secondly, there is. the 
field of the scientific organisation of business. 
Both these fields are inter-dependent and 
inter-connected, one with the other. 
Scientific research is the new and potent 
weapon in the hand of the modern in- 
dustrialist, and 1928 will see that weapon 
used more frequently and more effectively 
than in the past. Scientific discovery can 
create new industries and revolutionise old 
ones. Art silk, fertilisers, dyes and nickle 
refining are but four industries which have 
been built up in recent years on laboratory 
discoveries. 


rubber, the manufacture of petrol from coal, 
new alloys, and wonderful new  corrosion- 
resisting metals. and advance in all manner 
of directions. These are all lines which can 
be easily traced from the past, .but perhaps 
in addition there may be totally unexpected 
and epoch-making discoveries which will 
transform the whole trend of industry. 
Electricity, for instance, is like a vast. un- 
explored continent, and our pioneers and re- 
searchers are but on the fringe of a country 
which may, any moment, yield new wealth, 
new riches and new weapons for mankind. 
NEW FABRICS AND FIBRES. 

In all industries science is forging the only 
possible forward path. In textiles we can 
look ahead to new man-made / fivres and 
fabrics more beautiful than the old, and not 
dependent upon the vagaries of crops and 
climates for their production. Im the coal 
industry we are entering on a new scientific 
era, in which the chemist: will play the lead- 
ing ró(e, and which may vastly increase the 
value of our coal-fields. In metallurgy great 
progress has been made, and will continne to 
be made, in the production of material for 
modern : highipressure processes, and tor 
further engineering achievements. In the 
chemical industry we have entered on a new 
era of progress, and the new year 1s likely 
to see its position still further consolidated,

SUBMARINE 
-——---}-—-- 
FILM CREW’S ORDEAL IN A 
GALE. 

Thrilling incidents occurred yesterday off 
Plymouth during an attempt to film a scene 
In & sea picture. It was intended to tow a 
submarine to a spot near the Eddystone 
Lighthouse, where she would be sunk “ by 
gunfire from a '“ 0 ”' boat. Bad weather pre- 
vented the scene being filmed earlier in the 
week, but the conditions were perfect when 
an early start was made yesterday. The 
submarine to be sunikk was an obsolete British 
vessel, and she carried a large quantity of 
explosive to be detonated during the 
‘* battle.”’ i 

With no steering gear, the submarine was 
uncontrollable, and, while being towed out 
of the docks, she collided with the jetty. 
The tow rope broke, and an hour was lost in 
securing her. 

When the appointed spot was reached a 
gale sprang up, and it was decided to 
abandon the attempt. With great difficulty 
the submarine was taken in tow again, and 
the return trip was started in high seas, a 
strong wind and rain. 

The three men who were on the submarine 
were drenched in spray and severely buffeted. 
After several hours’ towing Plymouth Sound 
was reached, but with the light failing the 
tow rope parted. Another rope was 
attached, and for hours in the pitch dark- 
ness there was a struggle to keep her off the 
rocks of Drake's Island 

Eventually the rope parted again, and the 
submarine went ashore, the three men being 
taken off at great risk. Later the submarine 
was refloated.

Aircraft and Submarines.

DEATH IN LONDON 
NURSING HOME. 


= 


We deeply regret to announce the death 
of the Earl of Mayo, K.P., which occurred 
on Saturday at a nursing home in London 
after an operation. 

Irishmen of all classes will sincerely 
lament the death of the Earl of Mayo, 
by which the country loses a true friend 
well as benefactor, who devoted no 
little time and energy to the promotion 
of practical schemes calculated to promote 
her material welfare, and whose genuine 
spirit of patriotism none refused to 
acknowledge. Born on July 2, 1851, he 
was the son of the sixth Earl and Blanche, 
daughter of the first Lord Leconfield, a 
descendant of the historic family which, 
with that of Clanricarde, derives from the 
common ancestor, William Fitzadelm de 
Burgo, who succeeded Strongbow as Chiel 
Governor 01 Ireland in 1177. Educated at

in his nineteenth year, and but two years 
later succeeded his father as seventh Ear]! 
under well-remembered tragic 
stances. The new Earl continued to 
fulfil his military duties for four ensuing 
years, and retired irom the Army in 1870 
as a lieutenant in the Grenadier Guards.

BERLIN, Sunday. 
In an interview in to-day’s Vossische 
Zeitung, M. Briand, the French Foreign 
Minister, expresses the hope that the year 
1928 will bring further progress in the 
policy of Franco-German rapprochement 
inaugurated by him and Herr Stresemann. 
He points out that the opponents of this 
policy have nothing to pnt in its place, 
and adds: “ With the best will in the 
world, I can see no satisfactory method 
for France in a policy of isolation and 
‘record’ armaments. Apart from the 
path followed by me, there is only one 
policy for France, and that is for her to 
increase her armaments and her armies, 
ad infinitum, and to reject everv under- 
standing with her former enemies. Such 
a policy must manifestly lead to war. To 
start a war is easy; to prevent it is much 
more difficult. I want to prevent it. 
Germany is a great country. One cannot 
icnore a nation of sixty million people. 
“The question for us was whether we 
could not come to an understanding with 
Germany. The only good, the only 
possible policy, is for the conqueror to 
negotiate with the conquered, and to 
attempt to convert him into a friend. 
France owes it not only to herself, but to 
the whole world, to follow this path.” 
Continuing, M. Briand said that he 
counted on the coming year to see the con- 
clusion of a pact to outlaw war between 
the United States and France, and he 
expressed the hope that such a pact would 
be extended to other nations also 


DISARMAMENT. 

Referring to the disarmament question, 
the French Foreign Minister said that he 
was a strong supporter of disarmament, 
and he pointed out that the French Army 
of 1927 numbered 755,000 men as com- 
pared with just over 1,000,000 in 1914. 

Complete disarmament, he said, 
nonsense, because each country’s security 
must come before everything else. 
Gendarmes were necessary to see thut the 
decisions of a court were carried out. 

The Minister was averse from saying 
anything on the question of an earlier 
evacuation of the Rhineland than that 
stipulated in the Versailles Treaty, 
declaring that the Rhineland problem was 
not the actual one at the moment, and 
need not, therefore, be discussed.

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In an editorial articlé upon the new 
system of charging for the conveyance of 
goods and passengers by rail, which came 
into operation on the English railways 
yesterday, The Times remarks:—The re- 
sponsibility of determining the amount ol 
the charges to be made for the conveyance 
of goods in the various classes has fallen 
on the Railway Rates Tribunal, which was 
constituted by the Railways Act, and it 
was directed to proceed on the basis of 
tixing the charges*at such a level as would 
give each grouped railway a total annual 
net revenue equivalent, with adjustments 
in respect of new capital, to the aggregate 
net revenues of its component railways in 
1915. The task of settling this standard 
revenue was one of great delicacy, and it 
will not be surprising if the actual result 
does not prove, to be very closely in accord 
with the estimate. The Tribunal through- 
out received valuable assistance from the 
Traders’ Co-ordinating Committee, which 
knew what was being done, and was given 
facilities for putting forward criticisms 
and objections from the point of view of 
the users of the railways; and it may, 
therefore, be hoped that, although some 
dissatisfaction is almost inevitable, the 
new schedules will work with reasonable 
smoothness, and that the traders, or any 
section of them, will not discover grounds 
for complaining of grievances and hard- 
ships sprung upon them without due 
notice. In view, however, of what happened 
after the last great scheme of revision of 
railway rates, which came into effect in 
1893, it mav be well not to too 
sanguine. 

An aggrieved trader has not, however, 
lost his last chance of redress. The 
Railway Rates Tribunal has expressly de- 
clared that the decisions at which it has 
arrived are provisional and open to modi 
fication and amendment, and it remains 
In existence, with powers even wider than 
it has yet exercised, to play the part of 
honest broker between the railways and 
their users. Its procedure has been made 
as simple as possible, and no one who 
applies to it need fear that he will be 
denied a hearing through a mere legal 
technicality.

districts of the Protectorate of Sierra Leone. 
It does not :nsist on the immediate release of 
these domestic slaves, but gives the latter 
complete power to sever any connection thev 
may have had previously with their masters. 

It remains to be seen how far these natives 
may avail themselves of the privilege. In 
conversation with Reuter’s representative, 
Mr. John H. Harris, Parliamentary Secretar'y 
of the Anti-Slavery Society, remarked that it 
was as late as August last that the general 
public first became aware of the existence of 
slave owning in the Protectorate-—not a 
colony—of Sierra’ Leone. The publicity 
given to the case came about from the dec- 
sion of the Supreme Court of Sierra Lecne 
in an appeal case which arose because two 
slaves who had escaped from their 
were recaptured. The appeal was

as from January Ist. 

It must be recognised, however, that it is 
one thing to decree the abolition of slavery 
in these backward areas, but quite anothe 
to bring about effective emancipation. It 
has also to be seen. how far the natives 
affected may desire to change their lot.

Saturday night. It is a remarkable circum- 
stance that only two persons were hurt, 
despite the fact that the tenants were buried 
in the dééris. Earlier in the evening a five 
years old girl had been rendered unconscious 
by an escape of gas, and the householders 
were warned to guard against further danger. 
They were standing together, discussing the 
leakage, when there was a terrific explosion, 
which was heard all over the town. The 
force of this smashed the right-hand wall of 
the close into fragments and shattered the 
whole building, masonry tumbling into the 
street from above and littering a wide area 
with débris. 

The tenants managed to extricate them- 
selves unaided, and all escaped serious injury, 
except Mrs. Rundell, who received a frac- 
tured ieg, and David Swankie, whose leg was 
also hurt. Mr. Rundell, who had just come 
home from Canada, reached the scene” 
time to see his wife being removed in an 
ambulance to a Glasgow infirmary. 

A blind man amazed the rest. of the tenants 
by vaulting over some masonry to safety, 
with his wife in his arms. The tenants pre- 
sented a pathetic spectacle as they stood in 
groups in the snow-bound sireet watching 
the efforts of the firemen to extinguish the 
fire which followed the explosion. Thirty- 
seven children were involved in the mishap, 
A fireman and a constable were hurt by 
falling masonry. -

The Subjects Commiitiee of the ludia 
Moslem League, which is in session hree, 
passed a resolution unanimously to-day dis- 
affiliating the Punjab Moslem League, and 
censuring Sir Mohammed Shafi, who is pre- 
siding over the Lahore session. It may be 
recalled that similar action was taken against 
the Punjab League in 1917, when also Sir 
Mohammed Shaii was President. 

The split in the ranks of the All-India 
Moslem League arises from a difference of’ 
opinion on the attitude to be adopted towards 
the Simon Commission. Sir Mohammed 
Shafi originally had been elected President 
of the coming annual congress, and Lahore 
chosen as the venue. Subsequently, the pro- 
boycott party on the Council of the League 
succeeded in securing another méeting of the 
Council, which, though confirming the ap- 
pointment of Sir Mohammed Shafi as Presi- 
dent, changed the venue to Calcutta. The 
reason for the change was that the pro- 
boycott party were anxious not to hold the 
meeting at Lahore, where an anti-boycott 
arty were in the majority. but to hold it in 
Benrel, where’ they hoped that a pro-boycott 
atmosphere would tarn the scales in cheir 
favour. Sir Mohammed Shafi, however, :e- 
fused to preside if the session were hald in 
Calcutta, and the upshot of the dispute is 
that two rival annual meetings are now being 
held, one at Lahore and the other at Cal. 
cutta. 

“A CONSTITUTIONAL WAR,” 

To-day’s resolution} was moved at the 
plenary meeting by Sit Syed Ali Iman, who 
said: ‘‘During the war we were called 
partners. Our blood was mixed with theirs on 
the battlefields of Flan@ers. | fully believed 
there was a change in tbe angle of vision, but 
J have been disillusionéd.

THE ENGLISH CHURCH CRISIS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—The Church of Ireland has just spent 
fourteen years in the work of revising her 
Prayer-book, without any interference from 
the sister Church of England. The Church 
of England has been doing the same thing 
for twenty-one years. Why should we inter- 
fere with her? We have had two revisions 
since 1870; the Church of England has had 
none since 1662. Religion and _ theology 
change like everything else, and we must 
keep them up to date. No clergyman does, 
or could, act in every point. according to the 
strict letter of the law. His first considera- 
tion must be the spiritual needs and capa 
cities of his people. The Liturgy was made 
for the Church; pot the (‘hurch for the 
Liturgy. In the last Irish revision the 
Church to a large extent legalised what the 
parochial clergy had found to be a practical 
necessity, and what the laity approved of. 
Let us allow the same ‘liberty to the clergy 
and laity of the Church of England. 

Your correspondent, the Rev, Henry 
O'Connor, ‘completely misunderstands the 
spirit of true Protestantism. He talks about 
“ the liberty and freedom gained through the 
Reformation,’’ and then urges us to do our 
best to prevent a sister Church from using 
the same liberty and freedom to set her own 
house in order. When will people under- 


same right to others? Is any Irish Church- 


standard of faith and worship is the only 
allowable one in the Catholic Church? I 
had hoped that we had all got beyond the 


clergy, and that the terrible tragedies of the 
Great War had taught us the consolation of 
still remembering our dear ones in our 
prayers. 

So far as my knowledge goes, the only 
‘‘ innovation ” in the English revised Prayer- 
book was permission to reserve the conse- 
crated elements of Holy Communion for 
administration to the sick. Some of. the 
clergy In slum parish } appear to have 
pleaded that this was a practical necessity. 
In my opinion, a very short prayer, sufficient 
for consecration and suitable for extreme 
cases, would be more helpful; but this is a 
question for those clergy LO decide, and not 
for me. Holding, as\ I do, that the grace or 
benefit of the Sacrament is entirely spiritual 
and psychological—a theory which I. think 
can fully be proved and tested—lI agree that 
reservation was a serious innovation; and I 
think that the House of. Commons did a 
useful work in demanding more serious con- 
sideration of this matter. Reservation does 
seem to imply that some spivitual effect is

NEW YEAR’S DAY 
Preaching on the 

Church Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, the 

Dean, the Very Rev. H. b. Kennedy, b.D., 

said that they looked on the past year with 

mingled feelings. It was sad that ene dark 
crime had sullied the record of their country, 

That was the murder of Kevin O'Higgins on 

July 10th—that foul crime that inmected a 

moral stigma and material loss on their 

country, neither of which it could afford to 
suffer. 

Yet even the effects of that tragedy were 
overruled for The drastic legislation eon- 
sequent on it had had unexpected results when 
it forced the Fianna Fail Party. to enter the 
Dail, for there was now more hope for ordered 
government. and stable conditions when all 
parties were taking their share in legislation 
1or the common weal, both in the Irish Free 
State and in Northern Ireland. They all, at 
least—and it was a good thing to see—pre- 
ferred to set tne welfare of their country 
above party interests. 

SAD REFLECTION. 
Another slur .on the fair name their 
country, Dean Kennedy declared, the 
shameless disregard of an oath displayed in 
connection with a certain political move last 
summer. The fact that. that had heen 
condoned by many, whe should have been 
guides and leaders, was witness, alas, to a 
lamentably low standard of truth and honour 
among-large sections of the community. As 
they looked back, he went on, they were com- 
pelled - to reflection at the manne: 
which legislation. on betting had been turned 
into revenue, with such demoralis- 
ing large scale. Similar tendencies 
were noticed regards greyhound racing 

This und racing was no sport—it 
merely. a further opportumityv for betting 
These developments were so serious that they 
must demand the attention of the Govern 
ment and Legislature. 

Now. Dean Kennedy continued, 
measures of social reform were urgeltly needed 
Irish Free State. In one instance in 
they were behind Great Britain 
Ireland and other countries—that 
as regards legislation for the better pro 
tection of women and girls. Such legislation 
had been repeatedly promised, but had been 
deferred again and agcem. It wae to be hope 
that the Siisibion recently called to grave 
moral evils in their midst would compe! their 
Government and Legislature to take such steps 
as better legislation could supply to remedy 
such glaring evils.

THE LAUSANNE CONFERENCE. 

As they turned to the record of their 
Church of Ireland, they had a more pleasant 
retrospect The great event of outstanding 
importance in the religious world, in 
their Church oí Ireland had had a share, 
been the World Conference on Faith 
Order at Lausanne last August, to which 
Church of Ireland sent five delegates. That 
conference was one of the most 
gatherings in the history of the Christian 
fgg oe pp Dean Kennedy said that he hoped 
to deal with this subject more fully on next 
Sunday, as it was the day of Intercession for 
Unity. Another remarkable happening, as far 
as their Church was concerned, was the publi- 
cation of their Church of Ireland revised Book 
of Common Prayer. After fourteen years of 
work by the Committee of the General Synod, 
whose reports were considered and dealt with 
each year by the Synod, the revision was com- 
pleted over a year and the new 
now the authorised Book of their Church— 
been published in one edition recently, 
changes made were mestly in the way 
richment by additions and provision for 
shortening and varying the Services Great 
latitude was ged tg in the choice of psalms, 
The Book had only been published in one size 
far. Other editions would be published a 
soon as was practicable. 
This led Dean Kennedy 
briefly to the Church of 
Prayer-book, which concerned 
directly. In no year in living 
there been so much discussion of religious 
matters in 1927 in England. After 21 
years’ careful work, the revised Prayer-book, 
after being accepted by the Convocations of 
Canterbury and York, the English Church 
Assembly and the House Lords, was 
thrown out by a narrow majority in the 
House of Commons on December 15th, In 
a statement made by the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York it had been announced 
that the Bock would be re-introduced with 
modifications to avoid misunderstandings 
that had arisen. It was admitted that for 
the greater part of its contents the new 
300k was a big improvement. The trouble 
was over the alternate Service of Holy Com- 
munion. It was to be earnestly hoped that 
wise counsels would prevail, and that the 
Book would be passed in a form generally 
acceptable to loval Church people. 

LOOKING ABROAD. 

As they looked abroad they noticed, with 

‘Mankfulness. the steady progress of the 

world-wide movements for _the promotion of 

this season’s message of “ peace on earth, 
good-will among men.’’| Two great organisa- 
tions should certainly claim their attention. 

The first was the League of Nations Union, 

and the other was the World Alliance for 

Promoting International Friendship through 

the Churches. They had in Ireland an 

Independent organisation on the lines of the 

League of Nations Union+the Irish League 

of Nations Society, which was entirely non 

EANACNT and non-sectarian. It was of 

special importance that such a Society should 

be widely known and supported now that the 

Irish Free State was a member of the League 

of Nations. The World Alliance for Pro: 

moting International Friendship throngh the 

Spats was the spiritual counterpart of the 

Leagué of Nations, and had«been at work 

for years before the League was formed. 

These great movements could only succeed 

so far as they were supported by public 

opinion throughout the various countries con- 
cerned, and it was the clear duty of the 

Christian Churches throughout the World to 
foster that public opinion on Christian 

principles. It was hardly too much to say 

that. the future of civilisation depended, 
humanly speaking, on the success of the 

League of Nations and the spread of the 

principles of the World Alliance. They could 

all take part in this work by helping to 
form public opinion in their several spheres, 
arid so to bring its influence to bear on the 

Governments which were mainly responsible 

for making the efforts of the League as suc- 

cessful as they deserved to be. 

Time, Dean Kennedy said, did not permit 

him to do more than refer to the response 

made by the Church to the World Call—the 
call from the non-Christian peoples in India, 

Alrica, the Far East and the Moslem world. 

That response had been very encouraging, 

but it had so far fallen short of their needs.

The difficulty arises because the 
dressing of cementing material utilised to 
make the road waterproof and dustproof is at 
certain times inclined to be slippery. 

Every vear that passes brings an improve- 
ment until it may be stated without exaggera- 
tion that where the right materials are used ft 
ia the form of cementing material and chip- 
pings. it is possible to provide a road which 
is ideal from every standpoint and non-skid. 

The main object of any road engineer is 
to provide a road which will give the 
maximum of safety, wear and tear, fora given 
outlay. There has been a considerable outcry 
—and it must be admitted not without justt- 
fication, concerning the wide use of tar upon 
modern roads, and because of the slippery 
surfaces that have resulted. 

It may, of course, be stated that the

HISTORIC IRISH 
DOCU MENTS. 
DEPOSITS IN NORTHERN 
RECORD OFFICE. 


g- 
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The report of the Deputy Keeper of the 
Records tor 1926, just published by H.M. 
Stationery Office on behaif of the Government 
of Northern Ireland, price one shilling net, 
contains a reference to an interesting and 
valuable deposit made by the Ministry of 
Agriculture. This consists of a volume of 
tracings taken from the survey of County 
Londonderry made by Sir Thomas Phillips 
about 1622, the original of which is preserved 
in the library of | me Palace, london. 
These tracings were made in 1856 for the 
Ordnance Survey of Ireland at the suggestion 
of Captain Larcom, C.E., afterwards Under 
Secretary for Ireland, and were preserved 
among the documents of that department. 
On the setting up of the Northern Ireland 
Government they were transferred to Helfas: 
and were placed in the custody of 
the Ministry of Agriculture, which 
discharges the functions of . the Ord- 
nance Survey in the Province. With them 
were deposited two books containing copies 
of the petitions of Sir Thomas Phillips, and 
many other documents brought forward in 
support of his charge against the London Com- 
panies of failure to discharge their obligations 
under the Plantation Scheme. 

THE TRACINGS. 

The tracings show the land held by each 
Company, sketches purporting to show the 
actual appearance of the town planted by 
them, with, in some cases, the name of the 
occupier appended to each house. They in- 
clude also maps of the City and County of 
Londonderry, the town of Coleraine, and 
much explanatory letterpress. The originals 
of the tracings, like the documents copied. in 
the books, were put forward by Sir Thomas 
Phillips in support of his case against the 
Londoners. Since these documents contain 
tnatter of very great interest for the County 
of Londonderry. and of considerable signifi- 
cance for Irish history generally, it is hoped 
to publish the matter contained therein 
during the present year. 

DESTROYED IN FOUR COURTS. 
‘Another valuable deposit made relates to 
certain documents associated with Crom- 
wellian forfeitures in Northern Ireland. The 
Quit Rent Office, Dublin, were duplicating 
some copies which they possessed of these 
documents, the originals of which were de- 
stroyed in the Four Courts. As the docu- 
ments are valuable for tracing names and 
places, the Quit Rent Office authorities were 
appreached with a view to the simultaneous 
making of a copy for the Belfast Record 
Office, and the request was acceded to. The 
following are the volumes -—Copies Books of 
Survey and Distribution, entries relating to 
Ulster (three volumes), 1661 - Copies Civil 
Survey Books, Counties Londonderry (four 
volumes) and Tyrone (four volumes), 1654-6: 
Copies Crown Rent Rolls—Armagh, Belfast 
and Coleraine; Donaghadee, Strabane and 
Londonderry; Fermanagh, Strangford and 
Lisburn, 1692. 

THE PURITANS IN IRELAND. 

_ Another recovery of the subject matter of 
important lost documents has been made with 
the co-operation of the Ecclesiastical Records 
Committee of the General Synod of the 
Church of Ireland. Exheustive notes from 
the Commonwealth Books had been taken by 
the Rev. St. John Seymour for his book on 
“The Puritans in Ireland.” Mr. Seymour did 
not use all these notes, which are very detailed 
and contain information relating to all parts 
of Ireland, and a copy of them has been 
made for the Record Office. Canon J. B. 
Leslie, through whose kind offices this was 
done, has contributed an index to names and 
places, 
EVIDENCE OF ORIGIN. 

Increased interest in the work of the Record. 
Office has been shown by the public, both as 
a source of information and in the manner 
in which those people possessing documents 
of historical interest have agreed to allow 
copies to be taken for the department. In 
regard to documents received from privata 
sources, it 1s hoped that the use of some 
form of photographic apparatus for copying 
will soon be possible. In this way evidence 
of their origin as afforded by handwriting 
Signatures or seals can be shown. a

SUGGESTION AT A 
DUBLIN MEETING. 
TAXING THE EMIGRANT. 


The question of tariffs, with a suggestion 
that a tax shesld be imposed on ali outside 
commercial travellers coming into the Irish 
Free State, was made by Senator McKean 
at the eighth annual meeting of the Irish 
Commercial Travellers’ Federation, held on 
Saturday last at Wynn's Hotel, Dublin. 
Another suggestion put forward during a 
discussion was the levying of a tax of £100 
on every emigrant from the Free State. 


BUSINESS OPERATORS. 

The Chairman, Mr. J. Bannon, in address 
ing the meeting, said that they might be 
described as the business operators of the 
Free State, with very responsible duties, as 
ambassadors, between their employers and 
the customers. Jhey were now stronger than 
ever, with very bright prospects of being the 
foremost society of its kind in Ireland. Com 
mercial travelling was not easy work, but 
they should not falter. The trusts were no 
friends of theirs. In the United States, as 
trusts were formed, travellers on a large 
scale were dispensed with, and in the City of 
Dublin they had some experience of them. 
Recently a director of one of them stated 
that where he had five travellers and five 
vans visiting a certain town he could now 
work it with one traveller and one van. This 
was not encouraging to their body. They 
had seen where many of them were victim- 
ised, and yet they had no remedy. On the 
question of joining with another association 
the door was still open, and they hoped that 
a resumption of friendly interchanges would 
lead to good results. Until they were really 
united they could not hope to have very 
much effect when bringing their grievances 
before the railways or the Government or 
any others. They had now a very good com: 
| mercial manager to deal with in Mr, Elliott. 
of the Great Southern Railway, who had 
done a great deal in their interests, and who, 
he was sure, was only too pleased to be of 
service in every reasonable way. 

Again alluding to trusts, the Chairman 
said :—'‘‘ We do not want them here. Thev 
stifle enterprise and cripple individual efforts 
in various ways. It is, therefore, up to us 
not to support them, as their ways are 
insidious and all powerful in crushing 
opponents by the almighty dollar.’ 

He concluded by expressing the hope that 
they would keep up the standard of the com- 
mercial traveller and help each other when 
in distress. Some day perhaps they would 
have a united body of all asscciations in 
[reland. 


THE SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

Mr. J. Kilmurry, Secretary, nm the course 
of his annual report, stated that the work of 
the committee had been unselfishly done bv 
: - member. during the week-ends, some of 
the members travelling long distances in 
order to be present. The attendance at these 
meetings had been well up to the standard 
of previous years. The report referred with 
regret to the loss sustained by the death of 
their old and esteemed friend, Mr. Harry 
Flanagan. Legal action was taken in the case 
of a member who had been deprived of his 
agency by a cross-Channel firm for 
whom he had opened up the ground. 
The expense of these proceedings was high, 
but the members’ case was justified. In Feb- 
ruary the Committee sought to have com- 
mercial travellers exempt from service on 
juries, and sent resolutions to all the 
Ministers, but, unfortunately, by the abstention 
of two or three who had promised to support 
Senator McKean, the motion was defeated bv 
two votes. In February also a letter was re- 
ceived from kindred organisations suggesting 
a conference with a view to amalgamation. 
Delegates were appointed on both sides. and 
after several meetings the Federation Com- 
mittee felt that, in view of the action of the 
other committee, no useful purpose would be 
served by further conferences. The first basis 
of amalgamation submitted by the Federation 
was :—‘* That any scheme of amalcamation be 
based on principles closely corresponding to 
those of trade unions in furtherance of the 
interests and for the protection of all com- 
mercial travellers.’’ 

Every case that came before the Committee 
was dealt with on its merits. They only 
looked for just treatment for faithful service. 
The future of the organisation lay with them- 
selves, and, continued the report :—-‘‘ As this 
Is an age of collective bargaining and com- 
bination, it behoved each man. particularly 
the commercial traveller, to belong, to an 
organisation which will help him and look 
atter his interests.”’ 


TRADE DEPRESSION. 

Having referred to the success of the 
National Loan, the report continued :—‘* We 
cannot say that 1927 was a good vear for 
business. Various causes may account for the 
trade depression experienced not only at home, 
but in practically every ‘country of the uni- 
verse; but the credit of our country stands 
high. and the outlook for 1928 is of the 
brightest. The various schemes for the develop- 
ment of the country. the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation and the others, which our 
Government have in hands, show us that there 
is before this land of ours a great and 
glorious future, in which, let us hope. the 
Jrish commercial traveller will not found 
Wwauting in doing his share.’’ 

Mr. DB. Holland submitted the Treasurer's 
report, which stated that the credit balance 
was about the same as last year. 


TRAVELLERS AND TARIFFS. 

Senator McKean, in proposing the adoption 
of the report and balance sheet, and that the 
Irish Commercial Travellers’ Association was 
worthy of support, said they had to be thauk- 
ful that these were satisfactory. At the same 
time, those who started out found that 
organisation did not think that they were 
as satisfactory as they might be. There had 
been general depression all over the country. 
Trade had been bad. The wholesale houses 
had found that overhead charges had been 
very high, and these facts had affected com- 
mercial travellers—more especially those work- 
ing on commission. Considering these circum- 
stances, and that the cost. of living was very 
high, they had come through the vear very 
well. Comparing that Federation with other 
organisations for travellers, he said that for 
value received it was the best. It was a pity 
that they had not a greater membership. 

The Free State was now at Jast in the calm 
of peaceful waters. All the political activities 
of the past few years had subsided, and they 
had to get a chance. The two great political 
parties that were now in their Legislative As- 
sembly were turning their attention to the 
industrial requirements of the country, and 
the all-absorbing question that would arise 
was that of tariffs. Of course, anything that 
they might say there on tariffs would be of 
an academic nature, but he thought that a 
discussion on the matter would be very valu- 
able, and would give them an intelligent idea 
of what the tariff problem meant to the 
country. He was whole-heartedly in favour 
of tariff reform. The United States, te 
greatest country in the world, was the most 
tariffied, and there was not a single journal or 
newspaper there that said a word against 
tariffs. 

TAXING OUTSIDE TRAVELLERS. 

He thought that when Mr. Blythe was 
looking out for methods of putting on taxa- 
tion. an obvious thing to do was to put a tax 
on foreign commercial travellers coming into 
the Free State. (Laughter.) They had com- 
mercial travellers coming from Belfast: with 
traders’ tickets and selling in competition 
against men who were harried by the income 
tax people in Dublin. The only contribution 
of these Northern travellers for their day’s 
work in the Free State was a sandwich at a 
railway station. (Laughter.) 

‘Every one of us is up against that,” said 
Senator McKean. They were very hospitable 
to English travellers. Durmg all the troubles 
not an Knglish traveller or Englishman who 
was not a combatant was interfered with. 
They never revenged on other Englishmen the 
atrocities of the ' Black and Tans.’’ (Hear, 


hear.) 

In competition with foreign capital and 
machinery and technical knowledge, they 
could never hope to make this conntry 
prosperous except by some system of tariffs.

DOCUMENTS. 
DEPOSITS IN NORTHERN 
RECORD OFFICE. 


- 
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The report of the Deputy Keeper of the 
Records ior 1926, just published by H.M. 
Stationery Office on behalf of the Government 
of Northern Ireland, price one shilling net, 
contains a reference to an interesting and 
valuable deposit made by the Miniscry of 
Agriculture. This consists of a volume of 
tracings taken from the survey of County 
Londonderry made by Sir Thomas Phillips 
about 1622, the original of which is preserved 
in the library of Lambeth Palace, london. 
These tracings were made in 1836 for the 
Ordnance Survey of Ireland at the suggestion 
of Captain Larcom, C.E., afterwards Under 
Secretary for Ireland, and were preserved 
among the documents of that department. 
Un the setting up of the Northern Ireland 
Government they were transferred to Belfast 
and were placed in the custody of 
the Ministry of Agriculture, which 
discharges the functions of the Ord- 
nance Survey in the Province. With them 
were deposited two books containing copies 
of the petitions of Sir Thomas Phillips, and 
many other documents brought forward in 
support of his charge against the London Com- 
panies of failure to discharge their obligations 
under the Plantation Scheme. 

THE TRACINGS. 

The tracings show the land held by each 
Company, sketches purporting to show the 
actual appearance of the town planted by 
them, with, in some cases, the name of the 
occupier appended to each house. They in- 
clude also maps of the City and County of 
Londonderry, the town of Coleraine, and 
much explanatory letterpress. The originals 
of the tracings, like the documents copied. in 
the books, were put forward by Sir Thomas 
Phillips in support of his case against the 
Londoners. Since these documents contain 
tnatter of very great interest for the County 
of Londonderry, and of considerable signifi- 
cance for Irish history generally, it is hoped 
to publish the matter contained therein 
during the present year. 

DESTROYED IN FOUR COURTS. 

Another valuable deposit made relates to 
certain docnments associated with Crom- 
wellian forfeitures in Northern Ireland. The 
Quit Rent Office, Dublin, were duplicating 
some copies which they possessed of these 
documents, the originals of which were de- 
stroyed in the Four Courts. As the docu- 
ments are valuable for tracing names and 
places, the Quit Rent Office authorities were 
appreached with a view to the simultaneous 
making of a copy for the Belfast Record 
Oflice, and the request was acceded to. . The 
following are the volumes -—Copies Books of 
Survey and Distribution. entries relating to 
Ulster (three volumes), 1661: Copies Civil 
Survey Books, Counties Londonderry (four 
volumes) and Tyrone (four volumes}, 1654-6: 
Copies Crown Rent Rolls—Armagh, Belfast 
and Coleraine; Donaghadee, Strabane and 
Londonderry; Fermanagh, Strangford and 
Lisburn, 1692. 

THE PURITANS IN IRELAND. 
_ Another recovery of the subject matter of 
important lost documents has been made with 
the co-operation of the Ecclesiastical Records 
Committee of the General Synod of the 
Church of Ireland. Exheustive notes from 
the Commonwealth Books had been taken by 
the Rev. St. John Seymour for his book on 
“The Puritans in Ireland.” Mr. Seymour did 
not use all these notes, which are very detailed 
and contain information relating to all parts 
of Ireland, and a copy of them has been 
made for the Record Office. Canon J. B. 

Leslie, through whose kind offices this was 
done, has contributed an index to names and 
places. 

EVIDENCE OF ORIGIN. 

Increased interest in the work of the Record 
Office has been shown by the public, both as 
a source Of information and in the manner 
in which those people possessing documents 
of historical interest have agreed to allow 
copies to be taken for the department. In 
regard to documents received from privata 
sources, if 1s hoped that the use of some 
form of photographic apparatus for copying 
will soon be possible. In this way evidence 
of their origin as afforded by handwriting 
Signatures or seals can be shown. só 

THE INNISKILLING DRAGOONS. 

Among original documents from private 
sources 1s an itinerary of the Inniskilling 
Dragoons during part of the Seven gears’ 
War’ (1758-63). This volume was received 
from the representatives of the late Miss A. 
McKean, Keady, Co. Armach. The name 
George Bartley appears on the fly-leaf of the 
hook, which is of the wallet type, and shows 
traces of its participation in active service. 
Whoever the writer.may have been he had a 
lordly contempt for detail. The following 
curt entry covers the events of August 1, 

(S9—‘‘ Beat the French on the plains of 
Minden, near Stainhausen, and encamped that 
night on the field of battle.” A plain soldier, 
his sword mightier than his pen, doubtless.

TRAVELLERS. 
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SUGGESTION AT A 
DUBLIN MEETING. 


EA 
TAXING THE EMIGRANT. 
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The question of tariffs, with a suggestion 


commercial travellers coming into the Irish 
Free State, was made by Senator McKean 
at the eighth annual meeting of the [Irish 
Commercial Travellers’ Federation, held on 
Saturday last at Wynn's Hotel, Dublin. 
Another suggestion put forward during a 
discussion was the levying of a tax of £100 
on every emigrant from the Free State. 


BUSINESS OPERATORS. 

The Chairman, Mr. J. Bannon, in address- 
ing the meeting, said that they might be 
described as the business operators of the 
Free State, with very responsible duties. as 
ambassadors, between their employers and 
the customers. They were now stronger than 
ever, with very bright prospects of being the 
foremost society of its kind in Ireland. Com 
mercial travelling was not easy work, but 
they should not falter. The trusts were no 
friends of theirs. In the United States, as 
trusts were formed, travellers on a large 
scale were dispensed with, and in the City of 
Dablin they had some experience of them. 
Recently a director of one of them stated 
that where he had five travellers and five 
vans visiting a certain town he could now 
work it with one traveller and one van. This 
was not encouraging to their body. They 
had seen where many of them were victim- 
ised, and yet they had no remedy. On the 
question of joining with another association 
the door was still open, and they hoped that 
a resumption of friendly interchanges wou!d 
lead to good results. Until they were really 
united they could not hope to have very 
much effect when bringing their grievances 
before the railwavs or the Government or 
any others. They had now a very good com- 


j mercial manager to deal with in Mr. Elliott, 


of the Great Southern Railway, who had 
done a great deal in their interests, and who, 
he was sure, was only too pleased to be of 
service in every reasonable way. 

Again alluding to trusts, the Chairman 
said :—'' We do not want them here. Thevw 
stifle enterprise and cripple individual efforts 
in various ways. It is, therefore, up to us 
not to support them, as their ways are 
insidious and all powerful in crushing 
opponents by the almighty dollar.’’ 

He concluded by expressing the hope that 
they would keep up the standard of the com. 
mercial traveller and help each other when 
in distress. Some day perhaps they would 
have a united body of all associations in 
[reland. } 


THE SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

Mr. J. Kilmurry, Secretary, in the course 
of his annual report, stated that the work of 
the committee had been unselfishly done bv 
' - member. during the week-ends, some of 
the members travelling long distances in 
order to be present. The attendance at these 
meetings had been well up to the standard 
of previous years. The report referred with 
regret to the loss sustained by the death of 
their old and esteemed friend, Mr. Harrv 
Flanagan. Legal action was taken in the case 
of a member who had been deprived of his 
agency hy a cross-Channel firm for 
whom he} had opened up the ground. 


but the members’ case was justified. In Feb- 
ruary the Committee sought to have com- 
mercial travellers exempt from service on 
juries, and sent resolutions to all the 
Ministers, but, unfortunately, by the abstention 
of two or three who had promised to support 
Senator McKean, the motion was defeated bv 
two votes. In February also a letter was re- 
ceived from kindred organisations suggesting 
a conterence with a view to amalgamation. 
Delegates were appointed on both sides. and 
after several meetings the Federation Com- 
mittee felt that. in view of the action of the 
other committee, no useful purpose would be 
served by further conferences. The first basis 
of amalgamation submitted by the Federation 
was :—'' That any scheme of amalgamation be 
based on principles closely corresponding to 
those of trade unions in furtherance of the 
interests and for the protection of all com- 
mercial travellers.”’ 

Every case that came before the Committee 
was dealt with on its merits. They only 
looked ;or just treatment for faithful service. 
The future. of the organisation lay with them- 
selves, and, continued the report :—' As. this 
Is an age of collective bargaining and com- 
bination, it behoved each man. particularly 
the commercial traveller. to belong to an 
organisation which will help him and look 
atter his interests.”’

TRAVELLERS AND TARIFFS. 

Senator McKean, in proposing the adoption 
of the report and balance sheet, and that the 
Jrish Commercial Travellers’ “Association was 
worthy of support, said they had tu be thauk- 
ul that these were satisfactory. At the same 
time, those who started out to found ‘that 
organisation did not think: that they were 
as satisfactory as they might be. There had 
been general depression all over the country. 
Trade had been bad.. The wholesale houses 
had found that overhead charges had been 
very high, and these facts had affected com- 
mercial travellers—more especially those work- 
ing on Commission. Considering these circum- 
stances, and that the cost of living was very 
high, they had come through the vearyvery 
well. Comparing that Federation with.ther 
organisations for travellers, he said thafi for 
value received it was the best. It was a pity 
that they had not a greater membership. 

The Free State was now at last in the calm 
of peaceful waters. All the political activities 
of the past few years had subsided, and they 
had to get a chance. The two great political 
parties that were now in their Legislative As- 
sembly were turning their attention to the 
industrial requirements of “the country, ‘and 
the all-absorbing question that would arise 
was that of tariffs. Of course, anything that 
they might say there on tariffs would be of 
an academic nature, but he thought that a 
discussion on the matter would be very valu- 
able, and would give them an intelligent idea 
of what the tariff problem meant to the 
country. He was whole-heartedly in favour 
oí tariff reform. The United States, the 
greatest country in the world, was the most 
tariffed, and there was not a single journal or 
newspaper there that said a word against 
tariffs. 

TAXING OUTSIDE TRAVELLERS. 

He thought that when Mr. Blythe was 
looking out for methods of putting on taxa- 
tion. an obvious thing to do was to put a tax 
on foreign commercial travellers coming into 
the Free State. (Laughter.) They had eom- 
mercial travellers coming from Belfast with 
traders’ tickets and selling in competition 
against men who were harried by the income 
tax people in Dublin. The only contribution 
of these Northern travellers for their day's 
work in the Free State was a sandwich at a 
railway station. (Laughter.) 

‘‘ Every one of us is up against that,” said 
Senator McKean. Thev were very hospitable 
to English travellers. Durimg all the troubles 
not an Knglish traveller or Englishman who 
was not a combatant was interfered with. 
They never revenged on other Englishmen the 
atrocities of the '“ Black and Tans.” (Hear, 


hear.) 

In competition with foreign capital and. 
machinery and technical knowledge, they 
could never hope to make this conntry 
prosperous except by some system of tariffs. 

Mr. M. O'Flanagan seconded the motion. 

THE DISCUSSION. 

Mr. J. C. Reynolds said that he was not in 
favour of tariffs, which would bring in 
English ‘‘ combines ** to crush out Irish firms. 
Instead of that they should do' what they 
could to develop existing industries.
